14 CHILDREN DIE 


For three hours the survivors | 
struggled in tye sea and it was an- 
other two hours before all those | 
who still lived were taken aboard 
ship. 

One only of the 15 children 
aboard the Caribou lived to reach 
shore. He was 15-months-old 
Leonard Shiers of Halifax, who 
was carried away three times but 
managed to find a‘ new rescuer 
each time. His mother was saved 
too, 


The expiosion plunged the vessel 
into darkness, adding to the con- 
fusion. Some of the survivors said 
she broke in two before slipping 
under. And half her life saving 
equipment was slashed when the 
torpedo drove into her starboard 
side six hours after she had left 
North Sydney. for Port Basques, 
Nfld. 


CREW WORKS HARD 


Survivors said most of the crew- 
men stuck to the ship to the end, | 
helping passengers off and trying to 
keep order in the milling mass of 
passengers. The one woman in the 
crew, Stewardness Fitzpatrick of 
Newfoundland, was carried down 
with the Caribou. 

The survivors themselves all were 
dressed in night clothes. 

One victim was Nursing Sister 
Agnes Wilkie of Ardath, Sask. 
First Canadian Navy sister to die 
on duty in this war. She held to 
a capsized lifeboat until’ exhaus- 
tion loosed her hold ‘and the 
waves swept here away. 

Navy Minister Macdonald said of 
her last night, “she died, in truth, in 
action,” 

One of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force men who perished was PO. J. | 
H. Barrett of Curling, Nfld., who 
was on his honeymoon. His bride of 
two weeks, a Calgary girl, was 
saved. Barrett had received his 
wings only a fortnight before at 
Brantford, Ont.

It cannot have been unexpected news 
to the Axis gangsters of high and low 
degree that the Allies plan, when the war 
is over, to put them on trial for the crimes 
they have committed, and caused others 
to commit, against the accepted laws of 
belligerent nations and against the com- 
mon world law of decency in respect to 
persons and property. They must have 
suspected from the beginning that punish- 
ment for these outrages would follow if 
they should be defeated. The illegalities 
and the brutalities of which they are 
guilty were not perpetrated In Ignorance, 
but deliberately, and in the,main as parts 
of calculated and predetermined policy. 

If they have not supposed that justice 
will be dealt out to them when possible 
they know it now, for they have been told 
from Washington, from London and from 
Moscow.

Roosevelt, Mr, Churchill and Mr. Stalin 
to let the peoples of the Axis countries 
know that should they turn against their 
gangster masters and deliver these up to 
justice they would not themselves be sub- 
ject to indiscriminating vengeance. They 
may, or they may not, heed this offer of 
immunity. At any rate Germans and Ital- 
lians and Japanese who learn of these au- 
thoritative statements can no longer be 
told by their criminal bosses ‘We are all 
in the same boat and must sink or swim 
together.”

Two-day convention of rural 
teachers from 12 school divisions 
of Northern Alberta was conclud- 
ed Friday afternoon at McDougall 
church with the business meeting 
of the convention followed by an | 
address by Woodrow S. Lloyd, 
president of the Saskatchewan | 
Teachers’ Federation and guest 
speaker at the convention being | 
the last items. Mr. Lloyd spoke on 
“Teacher and Reconstruction”. | 

Feature of the business session 
was the decision to refrain from 
electing the convention executive in 
view of expected reorganization of 
the convention set-up in the near 
future. 


RETAIN EXECUTIVE 


It was decided unanimously that 
the present executive, consisting of | 
Gordon French, Edson, president; 
G. M. Crawford, Lac Ste. Anne, 
vice-president; and Allan G. Mc- 
Connell, Clover Bar, secretary; 
should be granted extension of of-| 
fice until Easter week when it is 
expected that the teachers from the 
12 locals participating in this fall's 
convention Will meet to discuss re- 
organization of convention plans 
In his closing address, Mr. Lloyd 
stressed the urgency of need for 
teachers to start now to take a lead- 
ing roll in their communities in the 
matter of post-war reconstruction. 


He stated that experiences in 
the present war bring out on all 
sides the need for an improved 
policy of fair, unbiased and com: | 
plete education. Day after day the | 
general public is realizing more | 
and more that there is merely a 
“mockery of democracy,” far re- 
moved ffom what a democracy 
ought to be. 

Slums, possibilities of unemploy- | 
ment and other “dark features” of 
a supposedly civilized world must 
be done away with, he said. 

First step in grappling with these 
“black-eyes” to democracies is to 
improve the education system to 
such a stage that such conditions 
could not occur. 


MUST TAKE LEAD 

The start must be made by the 
teacher whose duty it should be to 
begin immediately the job:of recon- 
struction by taking the leading roll 
in the community in bringing to the 
attention of parents the need for an 
improved education. 


The sickness toll among war 
factory workers and persons at- 
tempting to enlist, is an appalling 
example of the lack of sufficient 
education in the matters of public 
health, he declared. 

All this needs money, Mr. Lloyd 
stated, and the general public must 
be taught the gravity of the need 
for this money. There are still too 
many who would prefer to invest 
funds into a highway instead of into 
education, if they were given an

Where and how shall we begin to 
correct this nelief of separation 
from good?

It is an interesting thing 
that almost every farce that has 
been written for the stage has been 
written arounc a case of mistaken 
identity, so we find, that what 
seems to be the farce of mortal 
existence is based on a matter of 
mistaken identity. Mortals believe 
themselves tu have been born of 
matter, to be imprisoned in matter, 
dependent on matter, subject to 
matter, and all its illusions, This is 
the Adam-dream, the farce of false 
identity. Man is coexistent with 
God, Mind. His individuality is 


| determined by Mind, proceeds from 


Mind, and remains in Mind. We 
can see the possibility. and natural- 
ness of this as we realize its mental 
nature. An idea may come to you, 
go from you to another, and yet 
remain in’ your consciousness. 
When you part with or express an 
idea to another you do not lose it. 
It remains in your consciousness. 
So man, as image or idea, emanates 
from Mind, expresses Mind in all 
its freedom, beauty, power, and 
goodness, and remains in divine 
Mind. 

The basic belief of separation, 
then, is the hidden belief of separ- 
ation from one’s true: identity. To 
the extent that one is willing to 
reject the claims of this false 
identity existing as a physical body, 
and turn to man’s true origin and 
existence in Mind, as image or idea, 
does one come into his true ident- 
as an expression of infinite, 
eternal Life. Indeed, it is the im- 
perative duty of each one of us to 
enter into his birthright, to deal 
the infinite rather than the 
finite, the true, the divine, with 
reality, with that which is. It is a 
question of how willing we are to 


give up this dear, familiar thing 
we ‘call our body, whose pleasures 
and pains. desires, ambitions, 


aspirations, experiences, etc, have 
to be our identity, and 
whose claims we have accepted. 
Yet that is what the Master, Christ 
Jesus, stated must be done, when 
he said, “Ye must be born again,” 
and St. Paul reiterated when he 
admonished us to put off the old 
man and put on the new. Even as 


all |far back as tae phophet Isaiah we 


have the command, “Cease ye from 
man, whose breath is in his nos- 
trils: for wherein is he to be ac- 
counted of?” 


Human Body a False Concept 


What is this human body, to sense 
sometimes too ponderous, some- 
times too tenuous, too fat or too 


| thin, tired or diseased, young or} 
old, ugly or beautiful? 


Well, Mrs. 
Eddy says (Science and Health, p. 
177), “Mortal mind and body are 
one,” and so the human body must 
be a mental concept, the product 
of the human mind manifesting 
that mind's vagaries, its concepts 
of substance and intelligence, its 


fears, anxieties, false appetite, false | 


pleasures—and false pains—all this 
the result of false theological and 
physiological education. As_ this 
false education is put off and spirit- 
ual understanding attained we 
learn to think body, not about body. 


One of the most important things 


to know abou body is that it is| 


not self-acting. We see that body 
cannot have a will of its own or an 
activicy of its »wn apart from Mind. 
It cannot make decisions for itself, 
nor can it hinder or reverse our 
decisions for it It has no obstruct- 
ive power to prevent our enjoy- 
ment 
freedom that is rightfully ours as 
the expression of God. 


Mortal mind has never been very 
intelligent about its concept of 
body. It creates its body out of 
perishable stuff; believes it can be 
discordant, diseased, old, and dis- 
integrating. I’ is convinced that its 
destruction 1s inevitable, then 
spends all its time trying to pre- 
serve that body, trying to prevent 
or postpone what it thinks is in- 
evitable; in other words, trying to 
do something it thinks it has no 
power to do. 

Rather contradictory and non- 
intelligent, isn't it? Yet, if we ex- 
amine our thinking we may find 
how shockingly much we believe 
we pcssess just such a personal, 
material, destructible sense of 
body-—-how tenaciously we cling to 
it and try to preserve it, as matter. 
Our effort should be not to pre- 
serve matter put to glorify Spirit, 
whose perfection is reflected in our 
human living in the proportion that 
it constitutes our consciousness. 
The human concept of body must 
be made harmonious through 
dominion ove. it, proving it sub- 
ject to Mind. 

In Spirit, man has a mental, per- 
fect, indestructible being, the em- 
ideas. This wring, or identity, re- 
bodiment of Mind's infinite perfect 
flects all the qualities and capaci- 
ties of the Mind which is its cause 
and in which it is held in the im- 
mutable bonds of Science. So man 
has, in Truth, an indestructible, 
harmonious, eternal body. 

Perhaps no better illustration of 
the effect of differing concepts of 
body can be found than in the 
record of the incident of Jesus

In Science and Health (p. 317) 
Mrs. Eddy says: “The individuality 
of man is no less tangible because 
it is spiritual! and because his life 
is not at the mercy of matter. The 
understanding of his spiritual in- 
dividuality makes man more real, 
more formidable in truth, and en- 
ables him to conquer sin, disease, 
and death.” And again she says 
(p. 265), “This scientific sense of 
being . . . confers upon man en- 
larged individuality, a wider 
sphere of thought and action, a 
more expansive love, a higher and 
more permanent peace;’ “Take 
Possession of your body, and gov- 
ern its feeling and action” (p, 393). 


| Individuality of Man and Woman 
Found Inseparable in Mind 


In that aliegorical account of 
creation, founa in the second chap- 


| ter of Genesis, the story presents 
woman as taken out of man. It 
reads, “And Adam said... : she} 
shall be ca:led Woman, because | 
she was taken out of Man.”

Power without mercy becomes 
ruthlessness; dominion without love 
becomes personal diciatorship or 
domination, smothering individual- 
ity and vision In Truth, man has 


never been separated from the

and love. Christian Science, in

Thus beginning with his true or- 
| igin one begins to discover his truce 
| selfhood or individuality, which, 
| co-existent with God, ever has nota 
and everlastingly will be complete | 
and perfect, maintained in com-} 
pletion and perfection by the com-| 
plete and perfect Principle of all 
being. Then one begins to see 
the difference between human! 
personality and true individuality, | 
Human personality is, of course,| 
based on the belief of selfhood 
apart from God, which one person- 
ally endeavors to govern and di-| 
rect.

} dulled perceptions, faculties, and 
| activities, and one is said to have 
|been disillusioned. This process 
| is accepted as an inevitable decree 
of an anthropomorphic god 
against which men cannot and 
| should not contend. But as we dis- 
cover our true individuality in 
Spirit we become truly disillusion- 
;ed, We become educated out of 
| the illusions of the senses, the be- 
liefs of self-hood in matter, and 
waken to the truth of life in Spirit, 
in Love divine, individually re- 
flecting the intelligence and glory 
of infinite Mind.

In the false belief ‘that man is} 
separated from God, having per-| 
sonal power and identity apart! 
from Principle, human beings have 
felt that they must do in order to} 
be, that they must achieve worldly | 
honors, important or exalted posi-| 
tions, in order to have power or) 
prestige, influence in world af-| 
fairs. This leads raany times to} 
false ambitions, — self-seeking 
schemes, unscrupulous designs and 
practices. Mrs. Eddy never speaks} 
of the Science of doing, of hav-! 
ing, or of giving, but she does} 
speak frequently of the Science of 
being. In the Science of being, we) 
see that no exalted position, no! 
worldly honor, can add to the’dig- 
nity, power, or prestige of man in 
the image and likeness of God, but 
that man is in himself representa: | 
tive of true power and authority, | 
has within his own being all the} 
elements of true greatness. He 
dignifies and uplifts any position 
he may be called upon to fill, be 
it great or small, world-known or 


obscure, and his scientific right 
thinking is of paramount influence 
in world affairs. In her book 


“Pulpit and Press” Mrs. Eddy says 
(p. 87), “More effectual than the 
forum are our states of mind, to 
bless mankind.” 

This learning to know one’s self, | 
to discover one's identity, does not, 
involve anything of a morbidly in- 
trospective, self-absorbed, or sel- 
fish nature. Rather is it an un- 
selfed and unselfish desire and ef-| 
fort to know and express the di- 
vine qualities of divine Mind. It 
is a striving to allow God's expres- 
sion of Himself to appear unhind- 
ered in individual living. One will} 
find his selfhood unfailingly tender 
and compassionate as Love is com- 
passionate, intelligent as Mind is 
intelligent, wise as God is wise,| 
healthful or holy as God is holy,! 
affluent as God is affiuent, living 
as God is living. His living will! 
be lifted from self-centred person- | 


ality into infinite individuality, 
universal thinking, world citizen-| 
ship.

Through a_ knowledge of his 
unity with God one finds that one 
does not have to go outside of the 
truth of his own being to find and 
experience all good.

Thus one 
finds in the truth of his own be- 
ing completness, satisfaction, all 
joy, activity, health, beauty, and 
serenity. Thus truly to Know one’s 
self is an invigorating task, a vivi- 
fying discovery, an eternally fresh 
experience.

LEN LORDON, salesman: Broad- 
casts from Berlin and Vichy have 
been in conflict about conditions 
at Dakar. Berlin has told of the 
evacuation of women and chil- 
dren from the west African port, 
and on the same day Vichy de- 
nied the report. Now the men of 
Vichy have now broken down 
and admit the authenticity of the 
Berlin report. The evacuation pol- 
icy, of the Vichy government 
would indicate expectation of 
military action, possibly in the 
near future. Germany must take 
action to offset the entry of Bra- 
zil into the war, and the occupa- 
tion of Dakar would be a stra- 
tegical base of operations only 
1.600 miles from the Brazil coast 
It would not surprise me to see 
the Germans attempt to take 
Dakar, but I hope the United Na- 
tions will make a sudden stab 
at this African outpost and re- 
peat Madagascar.

ALWAYS DANGER 

It is nothing new, he said, for 
people to be in danger from their 
fellowmen, there has always been 
danger in some places.

Robber bands have made 
forays on their more industrious 
neighbors, carrying off their crops 
and their cattle. There has always 
been burglaries and hold-ups and 
gangsters and kidnappers.

This is the time of year when 
many people dread the return of a 
type of hay fever prevalent in the 
fall termed “fall hay fever” whicn 
occurs from about August fifteenth 
until cold weather. More than half} 
of all hay fever cases are of this} 
class. Many of these cases are com- | 
plicated by a chronic inflammation | 
of the bronchial tubes which re- 
mains during the cold winter) 
months and causes a stubborn and 
lingering cough. As a general rule, 
once the disease develops, hay 
fever recurs with marked regularity | 
at the same time each and every 
year. While hay fever seems to run! 
in families, a child does not directly 
inherit the disorder but may easily | 
inherit a tendency to it; in fact, if) 
both father and mother have the 
complaint, then eight out of ten} 
of the childven will develop it be- 
fore they reach the age of twelve | 
years. 

The hay fever symptoms chiefly) 
affect the mucous membrane lining 
the nose and the upper part of the 
throat as well as the membranes 
around the eyes. Some of the com- 
mon symptoms are: violent and ex- 
plosive fits of sneezing; watering, 
redness and itching of the eyes; 
secretion of a profuse watery dis-| 
charge from the nose requiring fre- | 
quent blowing; a sensation of con- 
gestion with fullness through the 
nose which may seem to stop up the 
nostrils and interfere with breath- 
ing. Once in a while temporary 
deafness occurs. There may be a 
dull ache through the front part of 
the head. The patient feels dull and 
listless. 

The majority of hay fever vic-| 
tims are intellectual or high strung 
individuals. The attacks of hay) 
fever usually are seasonal, occur-| 
ring at definite periods with inter- 
vals in between when the patient is 
free from discomfort. The irritation | 
from pollen or dust is usually | 
blamed for causing this disease and} 
approximately one million hay} 
fever patients each year look for- 
ward with dread to the newmown| 
hay, the ragweed, the golden or any} 
of the pollens which precipitate an 
attack. There are some cases whicn 
do not appear at any certain season 
but develop after the patient has) 
breathed dust, feathers, face pow- 
der, ete. 

Although a hay fever attack may 
be brought on by the exposure to 
pollen of various plants and ex-| 


such exposure is not the main or 
underlying cause of the 4isorder 
The main cause Is really of consti- 
tutional origin and the disorder is 
due to the discharge of irritating} 
toxins through the mucous mem- | 
branes from a blood stream sur- 
charged with the products of an 


carbohydrate foods. The large} 
amount of mucus present in hay) 
fever is for the purpose of diluting 
and reducing the irritation of those 
toxins, Because of the inability of | 
other eliminative organs to throw 
off these wastes materials, a por- 
tion is discharged through the mu- 
cous membranes which in turn be- 
come irritated and develop a 
chronic state of engorgement and 
inflammation, The breathing of 
dust or pollen or other irritating 
substances will then easily bring on 
an acute attack because of the ac- 
cumulation of serum already pre- 
sent. A person with a normal 
healthy mucous membrane does not 
suffer from hay fever no matter 
how often he breathes pollen, 

It makes very little difference 
how long a patient has suffered 
from hay fever; if he will use the 
correct treatment to cleanse the

1 certainly do not think a busy 
street is a playground for children. 

“T really don't feel that it is my 
place to order the other children 
off the street, as their own folks 
don't care, but how do you think 
1 could solve this satisfactorily?” 

In every situation in life we find 
persons who think differently. We 
cannot possibly alter our lives and 
our thinking to coincide with 
theirs, we liave to be faithful to 
what we think is right and proper, 

Perhaps these children are old 
enough to know the dangers of 
the street and take care of them- 
selves. Your daughter is not. She 
has no judgment. Even if warn- 
ed, as you say she is, she does not 
know what “getting killed’ 
means, so such warnings are use- 
less, There is only one thing 
| about which you can be com- 
| pletely consistent and that is your 
refusal to allow her to play in the 
| street. You explain to her that 
she cannot, that streets are for 
| Cars and for people to cross, very 
| carefully, But the sidewalk, the 
porch and the yard are for play. 

Because of her age you eannot 
trust her to avoid temptation in the 
form of other children; nor to re- 
member her promises to you. So 
you have to show her that when she 
makes any move to leave the yard, 
she is penalized by being brought 
into the house aid made to play 
there.
